)ixoo, who waa murdtred by the Demo- 
rats of Yiaao county, Miunnppi, h»s 
ust returned to Washington from a 
vint to his fonner home, to wfcM* he 
went a short time ago, *g*iDat the 
wishes of hu friends, for the pnrpoao 
f seeing his brotbcr's»wife before she 
iied. When h« reached Yifeoo City 
lira. DIIOD WM dead. Since bar has- 
taod's murder she baa not left the 
louse exeept to attend churot and go 
to bis grave. She died of a- broken 
lean, and it can be truthfully MJd th»t 
James Barksdale kilted her as well as 
ber brave husband, whose sole offense 
was opposition to the Democratic partyj 
After ber bereavement, Mrs. Dnon was 
caittinually torraeoted by the fear the 
murderers of her hoibaod would also 
murder her and her children, and she 
rapidly grew prematurely old, so tfc»t»t 
her death she seemed twsnty yean 
older than she really was. Tbe scene 
at ber death bed is described as remark- 
abl impieaBive and affecting.

do, and say tbat tliey hope and believe
